if $64,631, or 25 per cent., in value. 

The word briquet has been adopted in 
he United States as a general term ap- 
plicable to the product obtained by com- 
pressing finely comminuted coal or lignite 
into convenient shapes for handling and 
burning, either with or without the addi- 
tion of binding material. The production 
of briquets in this country will probably 
never reach the enormous proportions 
which it has assumed in Europe, Germany 
alone producing 14,500,851 long tons in 
1906. The conditions affecting coal bri- 
quetting in Europe are very different from 
those existing here. The development of 
the industry in this country must depend 
on the ability to utilize low-grade fuel to 
produce an article which will compete in 
efficiency and price with raw or unmanu- 
factured coal or with coke. The principal 
reason for the somewhat tardy growth of 
briquetting in the United States is the 
cheapness of the raw coal with which the 
manufactured product has to compete.

Most of it used for these purposes, how- 
ever, is imported from Ceylon. 

Another important use is for lubricating. 
The addition of graphite to oil results in 
lower friction than would be obtained by 
the use of oil alone. The quantity of oil 


required is also reduced, and a_ lighter 


grade of oil of inferior quality may be 
employed. Graphite can also be used as 
a lubricant alone.

“THE UNION WITH NO INSERTED PARTS”
